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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


Bridge Memorial Library trustees report a record breaking 
year for circulation and participation in library programs. One 
hundred twenty-six new patrons were signed up this past year. 
This helped to boost the book circulation to an all time high of 
ten thousand five hundred volumes. One thousand more than 
last year. We bought over five hundred new books, borrowed 
twelve hundred and eighty-one from the book mobile, Keene 
library and the N.H. State library. We are able to give our 
borrowers very fast and efficient service with inter-library loans 
from any library in the State. 


Magazine circulation climbed to seven hundred thirty-two. 
We subscribe to thirty-five publications and receive fifteen more 
as gifts. Over two hundred music fans borrowed our records. 
This collection has grown to cover a wide range of listening 
pleasure. 


We are becoming a multi-media center. Miss Lucille Mitchell 
recently presented us with a collection of film strip programs 
which include an illustrated book and a recording which gives 
one a complete audio-visual tour of great museums of the world, 
plus nature and science selections. 


Our enthusiastic and hard-working Friends organization has 
contributed immeasurably to the increased use of our services. 
They offer programs for all ages and interests, from pre-school 
to senior citizens. New and unusual programs as well as the 
familiar and popular story hours and film programs. Financial 
assistance has been gratefully received from the Friends. They 
conducted a very successful used book sale this past summer and 
with the proceeds we were able to purchase a much needed 
rebuilt typewriter. 


Memorial gifts continue to contribute many fine volumes to 
the permanent collection. 


We have had many interesting and enjoyable exhibits this 
past year. Let us continue this practice. Please contact Mrs.

Projected improvements in the plant include, badly needed 
storm windows, all around — the heat loss from this source is 
unbelievable — and hopefully, remodeling of the charge-out area 
to give our staff more working space and storage for supplies 
and equipment.

RESCUE “35” 


Rescue “35” is an organization within the Walpole Fire Depart- 
ment consisting of fifteen (15) people trained in Advanced First- 
Aid and Rescue by Rescue Inc. of Brattleboro, Vt. These people 
are residents of surrounding towns, as well as of Walpole. 


Rescue “35” is equipped with a 1969 Ford Van with a resusci- 
tator, first-aid kits, 10 ton porta-power tool, splints, backboard, 
blankets, stretcher, etc. 


Rescue “35” is also equipped with a Civil Defense Van with 
equipment consisting of portable saw, cutting torch, lighting 
plant, block and tackles, come-alongs, jacks, chains, bars, etc. 


Rescue “35” is equipped with radios for Southwestern New 
Hampshire Fire Mutual Aid, Connecticut Valley Fire Mutual 
Aid, Bellows Falls Police, and Cheshire County Police. 


Rescue “35” is an emergency squad and not an ambulance 
service. Although we are equipped to carry people as patients, 
we will do so only in an emergency. We will assist any ambu- 
lance as a back-up if requested to do so. 


Rescue “35” will welcome any person interested in joining the 
organization. The requirement is a current, valid, Advanced 
First-Aid card. Training meetings are held the last Wednesday 
of every month. 


Rescue “35” is equipped to handle nearly any emergency that 
may arise and is available anytime, anywhere simply by calling 
Fire Mutual Aid, Keene, N. H. 352-1100. This is not intended as 
a solicitation for business or money, but simply as information 
to the public.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


The 1970 forest fire season was a quiet one in this area, quiet 


in part because of your eenniten cooperation and favorable weather 
conditions. 


Fires that did occur were, for the most part, caused by debris 


burning, children and smokers. 


The elimination of these three causes of forest fires would dras- 


tically change this picture — to Sade about this change we make 
the following suggestions: 


he 


When the ground is not covered with snow a permit to burn 
must be obtained from the Forest Fire Warden. This permit 
covers waste burning, even if in an incinerator, grass burning, as 
well as garden trash and brush burning. Such burning is restricted 
by regulation to prior to 9:00 A.M. and after 5:00 P.M. with 
the following exceptions: 


Commercial or Industrial burning is permissible at any time under 
normal conditions but only with the approval of the District Chief 
and a written permit from the Forest Fire Warden. 


Fires caused by children can be prevented only with the com- 
plete cooperation of parents in the supervision of their children, 
keep matches out of reach of children, this action will help to 
prevent fires and may save a life, the life of your child. Try to 
explain this to your child, won't you? 


Forest fires caused by smokers can be reduced in number by 
the exercise of more care in the discarding of matches and 
smoking material whether from a vehicle or by a hiker. In all 
cases, make sure that the butt or match you discard is out, dead 
out. Smokey says, “Thanks for your help,” and invites you to 
join with him in setting a good example for others in the pre- 
vention of fires and the protection of our environment.
